2. Mr. Murphy attempted to have me call Ruina on this but I 
declined to do so indicating that if ARPA had a problem on this it was up 
to them to raise the issue.

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3. Later in the day, Mr. Murphy advised me he had talked 
with Ted George, in Ruina's office, who confirmed that the matter 
had not been taken up with the Agency or "the intelligence community" 
and Murphy also mentioned that the matter had been brought to the 
attention of Secretary McNamara. At this point, I feel that we have 
no obligation to the Joint Committee or to anyone else on this subject.
